Any one who writes notes on these 
lessons can scarcely fail to be im­ 
pressed with this strange fact—that 
we never have 
a 
lesson 
from 
the 
prophets unless it is the quarterly tern-1 
perance lesson, and in look ing over the 
sy nopsis of lessons I notice that no 
lessons from prophecy appear in the 
course of study till 1911 and then only 
in connection with studies in the lives 
ef the k ings. 
It would seem as if 
prophecy was not considered a profita­ 
ble study , as if it was considered a 
dark subject In the midst of much 
light instead of a light shining in a 
dark place whereunto we do well that 
we tak e heed (II Pet. i, 19). 
Might not 
the Saviour have good reasons to say 
to the professing Christians of our 
time, “O fools and slow of heart, to 
believe all 
that 
the prophets 
have 
spok en?” 
(Luk e xxiv, 25.) 
Preachers 
and people seem to have closed ey es 
and to be in a deep sleep concerning 
the wonderful purpose of God concern­ 
ing the ages and are therefore said to 
be drunk en, but not with wine; to 
stagger, but not with strong drink 
(xxix, 9). 
Which is worse—that phase 
of drunk enness or the beastly drunk ­ 
enness which is the result of literal 
strong drink ? 
If we judge from the 
fact that the awful words which fell 
from the Saviour’s lips, and only from 
His, concerning weeping, wailing and 
gnashing of teeth were spok en not 
concerning the openly ungodly , but 
concerning professing believers who 
did not believe, it should not be diffi­ 
cult to decide as to what He think s 
of it. 
It may not be amiss to call attention

Laporte, Ind., Nov. 27 .—Ray Lam­ 
phere, charged with the m urder of 
Mrs. Belle Gunness and her three chil- j 
dren by setting fire to the Gunness 
house on April 28 , was last evening 
found guilty of arson by the jury , 
which had the case for twenty -six 
hours. 
W ithin five minutes after the 
verdict was reported, Judge Richter 
had sentenced the defendant to the 
state penitentiary at Michigan City 
for an indeterm inate term of from two 
to twenty -one y ears. 
Lamphere was 
taken to Michigan City today to begin 
his sentence. 
W hen Judge Richter asked the jury 
if a verdict had been reached. Fore­ 
man Henry Mill announced that the 
jury had agreed, and with that he 
passed the white piece of paper to 
Judge Richter, who after making the 
entry on his docket, read the verdict: 
“We, the jury , find the defendant 
guilty of arson, and that he is thirty - 
eight y ears old. — Henry Mill, Fore­ 
man.” 
Judge Richter thereupon asked each 
juror individually if this was his ver­ 
dict and the answer in each case was 
“y es.” 
There was no demonstration 
j from the crowd, the people having 
j been warned to keep q uiet. 
Previous to the handing of the ver­ 
dict to Judge Richter, Foreman Mill 
stated that he wished to make a state­ 
ment to the court, but Judge Richter 
informed him that he could not hear 
any statem ent until after the verdict 
had been received and read 
After it 
had been read. Judge Richter asked 
him if he cared to make the statem ent, I 
but he said that It would do no good ' 
now. 
Before the jury was discharged 
Judge Richter ex pressed his thanks to j 
the jury for Its careful and conscien-! 
tious consideration of the case. 
Prose- j 
cutor Smith also thanked the Jury . 
Following 
the 
withdrawal 
of the 
jury , Judge Richter Instructed Lam-! 
phere to stand up, which the latter 
did. 
His face still looked haggard and j 
his ey es were downcast. 
He held his 
hands before him as though his hands 
were still shackled, and then, just as 
the church bells in the city were ring-* 
ing out, Judge Riehtor asked him if he j 
had any reasons to state why sentence | 
should not be pronounced. 
Ho replied t 
solwly but distinctly , “I have none.” 
With that Judge Richter sentenced 
him to the state prison in Michigan 
City 
for an indeterm inate 
term of j 
from two to twenty -one y ears, fined 
him $5,000 and disfranchised him for | 
five y ears. 
The court then instructed 
the sheriff to return the prisoner to 
his cell. 
Attorney Worden, for the defense, 
said that a motion for a new trial 
would he made and should it be re­ 
fused, an appeal to the Indiana su­ 
preme court would follow. 
Mr. W or­ 
den declared the verdict to be ridicu­ 
lous. *If 
he was guilty at all,” said 
the attorney , “he would have been 
guilty of murder. 
He should have 
been acq uitted.” 
The motion for a 
new trial will be based on the court’s 
instrution that they could find Lam­ 
phere guilty of arson. 
Should the case be carried to the 
supreme court and sent back for re­ 
trial, Lam phere could not be tried on 
any charge in this particular case ex ­ 
cepting arson, the crime of which he 
was convicted.
